Football Resume 


HE season of 1926 was a success. We are justly proud of a record of 
six games won; five by substantial scores and one through forfeit. It is 
true we lost three games; these, however, by narrow margins. It is 
rather a coincidence that each of our opponents had a good team the 
same year we did. Of the nine games on our schedule, there was not a 
“set up” in the lot. We had to fight all the way. Because the competi- 
tion was keen and because they encountered the most strenuous opposi- 
tion, this year’s team was the best since the State Champions of 1917, and 
one of the best that ever represented Augusta. 

Shenandoah Collegiate Institute had a veteran eleven and when, after only a few days 
practice, we beat them in our first game 13 to 0, we “thought we would have a good team.” 

In a spectacular game the following Saturday, when we came from behind to overcome 
Fork Union on their home field 24 to 7, we “believed we would have a good team.” 

A week later, when the Episcopal High School, playing at Alexandria, suffered its first 
defeat in football at the hands of an A. M. A. eleven, one of the few reverses met with on 
their own gridiron in years, and this by the convincing score of 16 to 6, we “knew we had a 
good team.” 

Augusta was defeated for the first time by the Freshmen of W. and L. University. We 
were supposed to be playing out of our class, but soon after the kickoff it hecame apparent 
that it was anybody’s game and we were just as good as they were. W. and L. was leading 
hy a lone touchdown at the end of the second half, and the final whistle alone prevented a 
most threatening Augusta attack from materializing. 

We showed our greatest strength against S. V. A. It was one of those days when every- 
thing “went.” We could have “gotten away with murder.” Shenandoah contested every 
yard, but it was our “good day,” and we heat them 40 to 0. 

And then came the Woodberry game. Two great teams met and a great team won. It 
was such a game that you read about but seldom see. A perfectly played contest; a fight to 
the finish. We led them at the half 7 to 6 and clung tenaciously to this one-point advantage 
through the third and most of the fourth quarters, but a beautifully executed forward pass in 
the last few minutes of play snatched victory from Augusta. 

Our next game was at Fort Defiance, and we won it. We did not do a “comeback,” for 
we had not been anywhere. We simply played true to form and beat the strong and yet un- 
defeated team from Massanutten Academy 24 to 0. 

The following Saturday, owing to an error in their schedule, the Harrisonburg High 
School forfeited to us, and we were deprived of a much needed workout. 

And then came Thanksgiving Day. The reported weakness of Fishburne failed to ma- 
terialize, and the game was one of the hardest of the year. Owing to a double penalty, 
which deprived us of a touchdown, we were behind 3 to 0 at the half time. In the last two 
quarters we scored a field goal and a touchdown, but failed to make the point after the lat- 
ter. This spelled defeat for Augusta, as F. M. S., with its characteristic dash in the last few 
minutes of play, shoved the ball across our goal line and made their try for point. 

Collier, Edwards, McAllister, and Smith were four backs of which any college would 
have been proud. Jacob, as quarter, had no equal in the state for brains and general ability. 
In Slusser and Runnels, Augusta had two of the best ends that ever wore the blue and white. 
We boasted of three rugged tackles in Marrow, Stone, J., and Rogers. Mundin, Harris, W., 
Harris, C., and Ramsay were four excellent guards. Saunders at center though the lightest 
man in the line, was aggressive and an accurate passer. Byers, Adelson, Roller, Robinson, 
Payne, Brown, R., and Goodwin, J., could be substituted at any time and perform creditably. 

It would be ingratitude to conclude this article without a word of praise for our coaches. 
Captain Dean taught the team “football” and instilled in them a thorough knowledge of the 
strategy of the game. Captain Denton kept the men in splendid physical condition and fos- 
tered in them a high “moral.” Captain Kellogg put a dash and drive in the backfield that 
made them dangerous at all times, and we must thank Captain Glendye for the aggressive- 
ness and co-oordinated play of the line.

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Basketball Resume 


URING the past season Augusta faced one of the hardest sched- 
ules ever undertaken, and the team of 1927 went through the 
season in excellent style. 

This was due to the return of five letter men and three excel- 
lent newcomers who helped to round out a splendid team. 

A. M. A. claimed the State Preparatory Schools of Virginia 
and had just cause for it, defeating all prep schools in the state, 
and also the champions of North Carolina, West Virginia, and 

the champions of Pennsylvania, All Eastern High School Tournament and Dis- 

trict of Columbia. 

Augusta defeated such prep schools in Virginia as follows: Fishburne, R.-M. 
A. (Bedford), Fork Union, E. V. S., Woodberry, Massanutten, E. H. S., S. V. 
A., and also such formidable teams as W. and L. Junior Varsity, S. C. I., York 
Scholastics, and St. Mary’s Celtics. 

After winning twenty out of twenty-one games the quintet entered the W. 
and L. Tournament, at which they defeated Danville High, Greenbrier Military 
School, Oke Ridge, and met defeat in the finals at the hands of the strong John 
Marshall team. 

The basketeers then journeyed to Washington and played two past-season 
games, winning over Central High, winners of the Pennsylvania Tournament and 
losing to Eastern High. This ended the most successful season that Augusta has 
ever gone through. 

Too much praise cannot be given to the coach, Major Roller, for his untiring 
efforts and ability to handle men. He is one of the greatest coaches the school 
has ever had, and returned to the form after a lay-off of several years. The suc- 
cess of this year’s team is due to him, and we thank him 

We must thank also the Junior Varsity, who participated in many games, 
though not receiving their letters. The success of every team always depends on 
its reserve strength, and in this we were not lacking, 


The Organization of Basketball at the 
Augusta Military Academy 


UGUSTA MILITARY ACADEMY was the first preparatory 
school in the State of Virginia to have an organized basketball 
team. In December, 1906, Ned Black, a cadet then of A. M. A., 
organized the first team. Ned Black was a star center on the 
high school team of Butler, Pennsylvania, and he had been 
coached by one of the famous players of Penn. State. 

A. M. A. the first year of basketball played the Staunton Y. 

M. C. A. and the Washington and Lee University varsity teams, 
two games each. They broke even with Washington and Lee University and 

were beaten both games by Staunton Y. M. C. A. 

The Staunton Y. M. C. A. at this time had one of the best teams in the South, 
in that they beat every college team in Virginia. 

The personnel of the first basketball team of A. M. A. was as follows: For- 
wards, Karl Krug, Pennsylvania, C. S. Roller, Jr., Virginia; center and captain, 
Ned Black, Pennsylvania; guards, Scott Gardner, Missouri; Harry Venable, West 
Virginia; substitutes, Harry Tschudy, Virginia; Del Warner, Pennsylvania, and 
Mordica Gardner, West Virginia. 

The first basketball at A. M. A. was played in an old assembly hall thirty by 
forty, and the ceiling was but twelve feet high. Naturally the team was very 
much handicapped, yet with all this the showing they made was really wonderful. 
When the first call for candidates was made, but six men responded, but after 
canvassing the school ten men were secured regularly to come out and play and 
practice. 

At that time basketballs were but six dollars apiece, yet it was recorded that 
the basketball squad that first session had but one ball to practice with and used 
that same ball for all of its games. There were no such things then as personal 
fouls, and a man could make as many fouls as he wished without being eliminated 
from the game. 

Augusta Military Academy has had champion basketball teams of the pre- 
paratory schools of Virginia the following years: 1906-07; 1910-11; 1913-14; 
1915-16; 1917-18; 1926-27. 

Major Roller is submitting an all A. M. A. team for the last twenty years. 
Some of these players have not only become famous in their own state, but have 
become famous nationally. The teams are as follows:

left forward, Jacob, member of the teams of ’25, ’26, ’27; center, Conway, W.., 
member of the teams of ’25, ’26, ’27, ties with Black, member of the teams of 
06, 07 ; running guard and captain, Balthis, member of the teams of ’15, ’16, 717, 
"18; left guard, Edwards, member of the team of ’27.

SEASON OF 1915 
(An Extract from Recatt of 1915) 


As the RECALL went to press in 1915, baseball was just being inaugurated, and consc- 
quently very little can be said as to the results of the season, although we predict and expect 
a winning team. An excellent schedule has been arranged, and we play nearly all the leading 
preparatory schools in Virginia. The team: Burdette (captain), Garth, Brooks, Loth, Shu- 
make, Ireland, Finley, Crenshaw, Rawlings, Fleming, Vicars, Leech, Livick, Robbins, Roper, 
Saunders, and Walker. 


SEASON OF 1916 


Every school has its falls and sorrows, but the season was far from any of these, duc 
to the superior coaching of Captain Carter and his ability to impart his knowledge of the 
game to those eager to learn and win the coveted “A.” Having arranged a seventeen-gamc 
schedule, the call for candidates sounded, and it seems as if the whole school turned out to 
help our team and its “wonder” coach. The varsity consisted of: Shumake (captain), 
Brooks, Fleming, Roper, Moore, Finley, Leech, Davis, Walker, Close, Deal, and a bench 
packed with “subs.” 


SEASON OF 1917 


This scason was held up somewhat on account of bad weather, but soon the storms left 
the old Clay Bowl high and dry, paving the way for the “ball tossers,” who hit the “pill” for 
long “rides,” under the watchful eye of Coach Carter. Only three letter men returned from 
the past season’s team, forming the nucleus of a varsity. The players were: Christian, 
Roper (captain), Moore, Ashby, Oppleman, Parker, Eggborn, Scott, McWhorter, Hogshead, 
and Diuguid. 


SEASON OF 1918 


The following few lines can only start to describe the team of 1918. Captain Carter, the 
old reliable coach of former years, was at his post earlier than usual, preparing for the 
season. When the call came for candidates, all the cadets were prepared to set back and 
watch our team step out. With a full schedule of twenty-one games, everyone did his best 
and then some to make the varsity team. The more fortunate ones were: Christian, W. 
(captain), Mell, Lewis, Scott, Christian, E., Diuguid, McWhorter, Pack, Hulvey, and 
Harwood. 


SEASON OF 1919 


The first call for fresh material did not go unheeded. Some forty men applied for the 
squad, and to give all they had for the good old school. The chances of a fine team were 
greatly enhanced by the return of Captain Carter, from the Army. The team was built 
around four letter men. When finally picked, the following cadets were given uniforms: 
Christian, W. (captain), Sitler, Harwood, Palmer, Smith, E., Deal, Hogshead, Sullivan, Mar- 
row, Leech, Pack, and Davis, E., with close to twenty substitutes warming the bench. 


SEASON OF 1921 


This certain season opened with perhaps the best outlook of any former one. Although 
eight letter men returned, there were at least forty men out to scratch and dig for positions 
on the “Big Nine.” In passing, let it be said that it is not merely physical baseball that makes 
a team. Real teams are made of physical ability, combined with honest work, unrelenting ap- 
plication, alertness of mind, and a high morale, coupled with an unconquerable spirit. The 
“Big Nine” positions were filled with these men: Marrow (captain), Nugent, Pack, Phillips, 
Hulvey, Moseley, Pillow, Hatchet, Ott, and Eller, plus twelve substitutes.

In the dashes we have two fast men in Adelson and Reist, both letter men from last 
year. We cannot say which is the fastest, as they are evenly matched. Kincaid is said to be 
another good man in these events, but as he has not been out to practice up to this time, we 
are living in expectation. With these three men, we should get places in the hundred and 
two-twenty-yard dashes in any meet. 

Lohmyer is the only 440 man back from last year’s team. Captain Kellogg has stated 
that he will try Adelson and Reist as running mates for him. 

In the mile and half-mile, we have to find new men. Brown, R., who won the half-mile 
in the State Meet last year, is with Augusta this year. In Jennings, Alexander, and Vaughan, 
J. D., we have other good men. 

For the shot and discus, we have McAllister, of last year. “Mac” has been improving 
steadily and should run away with things this season. Edwards and Keblinger are two men 
for this event. 

In the high jump, Lohmyer and McAllister are two hard men to beat. “Mac” placed in 
the State Meet last year with a jump of five feet eight inches. 

Hudson, the captain of the team, excells in the pole vault. “Soapy” has gone well over 
= feet, and looks as though he will go higher. At present he is the only man out for 
this event. 

In the hurdles we have Lohmyer and Skinner. Our hopes are centered on these two men. 

The broad jump is our main trouble this year. Street is the only man left from last year, 
and he has been doing well in practice.

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History of Track 


1917 


This was the beginning of track at Augusta. Twenty-five men answered the call for 
candidates. Captain R. K. Massie was the coach. Prospects for meets did not look so bright, 
as the war interferred. The only one held was the State Meet, held at the University of 
Virginia. At this A. M. A. took second place. The events in which we scored were: First 
in the mile and half mile, second in the shot, third in the quarter mile, third in the high 
jump, and placed in the dashes. The team gave a good account of itself, even though it was 
the first year. 


1918 


Again Augusta took second place in the State Meet. The men who comprised the team 
this year were: Hudgins (captain), Blackstock, Weaver, Penn, Burge, Crowley, Lindsey, 
Earhart, McCorkle, Brown, and Birchett. 


. 1919 


Things did not look so good for track this year, as only one letter man returned. Two 
meets Were scheduled, one with S. M. A. and the other at the State Meet. The team worked 
hard under the coaching of Captain Dudley to get into condition. Only a few men answered 
the call for candidates, but they put over a winning team. 


1920 


Major Roller assumed the duties of coach this year, and at a meeting of the track squad, 
Crowley was elected captain. A large number of men responded to the call for candidates. 
Among the men were Penn for the short dashes, Crowley in the quarter mile, Temple in the 
“half” and mile, McCorkle in the running broad jump, Fontaine the high jump. Other 
men just as good were in the remaining events. Meets were scheduled with S. M. A., Wash- 
ington Central, and the State Meet. S. M. A. was defeated by the score of 59-58 in one of 
the most exciting track meets ever seen at Augusta. 


1921 


In 1921 Major Roller again took the réle of coach. About fifty men responded to his 
call for candidates. There was a wealth of material on hand, and all did their best to uphold 
the name of Augusta. The sprint men were: Magie, Kellogg, R. W., Kelly, Hogshire, and 
Fontaine. In the half mile McPherson, Heistand, and Montague. Heistand and Standiford 
in the mile, Kellogg, Kelly, and Magie in the hurdles. For the weights and jumps, Fontaine, 
Taylor, Sanders, Bridger, and Gerow. Mects were scheduled with Woodherry, V. E. S., 
S. M. A., and the State Meet. 


1922 


The team was coached by Major Roller again this year. Meets were scheduled with 
Woodberry Forest, Virginia Freshmen, the State Meet at Charlottesville, and’S. J. A. The 
team was captained by Kelly, W., and Magie, assistant captain. The team had a very suc- 
cessful season. 


1923 


Only one letter man returned this year, but after the first meet several stars were found. 
V. E. S. was our first opponent, and we beat them. Later we defeated Fishburne. Next we 
met Virginia Freshmen and Woodberry in a triangular meet. Then the State Meet, where 
we took fourth place. Captain Summers was coach, and put forth a wonderful team. 


1924 


The team was under the coaching of Captain Caldwell this year, and he performed his 
duties well. In the dashes were Nicholson and Spangler, Sproul for the hurdles and high 
jump. The broad jump was well taken care of by Hogshire. In the weights were: Smith, 
K., Burton, and Colvin. 


1925 


Five letter men returned to us this year, and under the coaching of Captain Caldwell, put 
over a good season. Jones and Howe, two new men, added strength to the team in the mile 
and half mile runs. Nicholson and Spangler won first and second place in the 100 and 220 
dashes at the State Mect. Other letter men were Sproul (captain), Smith, R., and Kelly. 


1926 


Track did not have a yery bright outlook, as there were no letter men back in 1920. 
However, the team made a wonderful showing, considering their lack of experience. Adel- 
son, Reist, and Evans were the short distance runners. Lohmyer, Breeden, Jennings, and 
Alexander took care of the distance runs. For the discuss, McAllister was the best man. 
The shot was Feimster’s duty. For the broad and high jump, we had Evans, McAllister, 
Kiser, Street, and Lohmyer.

From a large number of candidates, but only two letter men, Captain Deane developed a 
team that has not been beaten this season in prep school circles, and but once bv freshmen 
tank men.

In the last and only “Prep” school meet of the season the team was opposed by Devitt 
Prep, of Washington, D. C. The outstanding point winner of the visiting team was their in- 
terscholastic champion in the dives. Devitt had defeated some of the stronger teams in 
Maryland before coming to Fort Defiance, but unhappily for them and happily for us, they 
returned to Washington, losers, by the score of 40 to 22.

In addition to 
this a creditable showing was made against the stronger freshman teams of the nearby col- 
leges and universities. Much credit is duc those few men who stuck to it through the season 
and helped to make the team what it was. It might be of interest to know that except for 
the first week of practice there were only twelve men out for a seven-man team. As for the 
men on the team, their record speaks for itself, and they are to be congratulated. To those 
who did not make the team, more congratulations are in order, and it is around them that 
future teams will be built. 

For the second year Pryor, E., has captained the team and has shown his mettle as a 
finished wrestler by winning five clean-cut victories out of five matches in his own weight, 
and to this he added another by gaining a decision over one man in the class above him, 
bringing his total to six. It is with extreme regret that we look forward to losing him from 
the team next year. Stone and Hudson, of last year’s team, also went through the season 
undefeated. Conway, P., and Harris, C., deserve much praise for their showing throughout 
the season in view of the fact that they are both in the welter-weight division, and on sev- 
eral occasions it was necessary for each to wrestle in the middle-weight division. The new- 
comers on the team were Graves in the bantam-weight, and Marrow in the heavy-weight.

The small man could be as much of a “star” in 
his class as the muscular heavyweight. It provided possibilities and exercise for the man not 
gifted in the three “majors,” who would otherwise become a “nester.” 

The pioneer coach was Captain Parse, of Washington and Lee, and he laid a foundation 
upon which his successors, Captains Riley Harrison, “Smiley” Denton, and “Slump” Glendy, 
have built winning teams. 

We have labored under one great disadvantage : the lack of a fair competition. Most of 
our meets have been with college freshmen, and although the “bacon” has usually hung in 
our smoke house, when hostilities ceased, the advisability of meeting teams in our class is 
quite obvious. V. E. S. gave us a run for our money this year. Another year we would like 
to see F, M. S. return to the mat, and Woodberry, Episcopal High, and other schools of this 
class have teams.

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Fencing Resume 
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Fencing as a sport was introduced at Augusta in the fall of 1926, and not 
much was thought of it until after the Christmas holidays. 

When the corps returned a call was made for contestants in this sport, and 
the interest was shown by the squad of fifty-two which answered. 

As the men grew proficient under the splendid instruction of Major Yates, 
the team was picked, consisting of six men.
